er, PETERSBURG, April 25.—The Czar is push- 
ing with severity the work of converting non- 
conformist Russians to the orthodox faith. 
The preachers of the dissenting Russian sects 
have been warned that they have incurred 
the risk of Siberia, and the public officials 
throughout the empire are making a 
to break up by means in their reach the meet- 
ings of Gissenters. The persecution is not 
confined to one sect or toseveral. All the 
gects known to the authorities are being har- 
assed, and the Roman Catholic and Lutheran 
religions, barely tolerated in St. Petersburg, 
are suppressed mercilessly in Poland and the 
German province of Russia on the Baltic. No 
new churches are permitted to be built and 
the authorities are ordered to shut up the old 
churches whenever they become dangerous 
and ought to be closed. In this way thou - 
sands of people have been deprived of relig. 
jous comforts by the arbitrary commands of 
the Russian authorities and there is no pres- 
ent prospect for a change. 

The Crown Princess of Greece has concluded 
to join the Greek Church. She was the 
Princess Sophie of Prussia and a grand- 
daughter of Queen Victoria. Unlike the con- 
version of her cousin, the Grand Duchess 
fergius, there is no reason to suppose that 
fophie’s act is other than voluntary. She 
says that she wishes to adopt the Greek faith 
from love for her husband and his family 
andthe people of whom she will one day be 
Queen, all of whom would hail the step with 
great satisfaction.

New York Police Have Not Solved the 
Murder Mystery. 


CLEWS UPON WHICH DETECTIVES ARE 
AT WORK TO-DAY. 


The Triple Tragedy at Archie, Mo.—Soper’s 
Record in Clay County—Battle With 
Bandits in Alabama-Young Clay’s 
Sentence A Butler’s Perquisites—Cal- 
endar of Crime. 


New York, April 25.—At noon to-day the 
police are apparently no nearer the solution 
of the supposed Jack the Ripper horror than 
they were last night. Upon the information 
of a woman who keeps a lodging-house 
in the district where the crime was 
committed, a man known among his 
associates as ‘‘Frenchy’’ was arrested late 
last evening, and ati o’clock this morning 
another arrest was made, that ofa man who 
gives the name of Adolph Kaldenburg. Five 
women have also been taken into custody 
who are supposed to know something of the 
crime. One of the latter says the name of the 
victim is Carrie Brown. 

When these five womenand the two men 
were hustied out of their cells in the Oak 
Street Police Station, this morning, Byrnes’ 
detectives questioned them closely in the 
hope of eliciting something that might 
aid themin their search for the murderer. 
A pair of trousers supposed to belong to 
either ‘‘Frenchy’’ orthe other man who is 
under arrest, were brought to the station- 
house this morning. Spots on the trousers 
may be blood stains. They answer the de- 
scription of the trousers worn by the woman 
slayer. They were found in a Bowery lodg- 
ing-house where they had been left by a man 
who wentthere about 8:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. This man, it is known, frequented 
the East River Hotel. 

It is said the owner of the trousers is known 
tothe police, and the supposition is that he 
is either Frenchy or the other prisoner. 

The police have broken silence by saying 
that Frenchy under the same of Buck 
ley’’ occupied room No. @in the East River 
Hotel on Thursday night. This room is di- 
agonally across the hall from room No. 31, 
where the murder was committed. 
**Frenchy,’’ therefore, is not the actual mur- 
derer. 


A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 
MURDER OF BUTCHER SOPER’S 
FAMILY AT ARCHIE, MO. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 2%.—News has 
reached the city from Archie, Mo., ofa hor- 
rible crime committed supposably on Tues- 
day last. On that day E. B. Soper, a butcher 
living at Archie, bought a ticket and left for 
Kansas City. He did not return up to yester- 
day, and as nothing could be seen of his 
family the Marshal broke open the door of 
the house. A sickening spectacie met his 
eyes when the door yielded to the blows from 
without. Inthe middle of the dining-room 
lay the body of a lIittle boy with 
the head crushed into a puip. In another 
room was found the dead body of Mrs. Soper, 
and not many feet distant was the body of 
another chfld. Mrs. Sopér’s head and face 
were hacked to pieces, and the second child’s 
skull was split intwain. An ax covered with 
Dbiood and hair was picked up on the floor 
near Mrs. Soper’s body. A letter signed by 
Soper was found on the table of the sitting- 
room. It was addressed to ‘‘Whoever may 
find these bodies,’’ and said: It was best 
for me thus to act. Rather than desert them 
Ihave slain them. What could they have 
done for a living? They would have lived 
miserable. 

Soper moved to Arehie from Clay County 
some time ago. Heis & butcher by trade, 
and was well re by the people of 
Archie. The discovery of his triple crime has 
created the wildest excitement in and about 
that place. The police of this city are trying 
to ascertain where he wentafter coming to 
this city. 

SOPER’S RECORD I¥ CLAY COUNTY. 

LIBERTY. Mo., April 2%.—Bates Soper, who 
murdered his wife and children at Archie was 
born and raised inthis (Clay) county, near 
Kearney. His father, John Soper, was mur- 
dered about seven years ago and Bates Soper 
was suspected of the crime. It could not be 
proved on him, however. He was sent to 
the penetentiary for stealing a horse about 
the time of his father’s death. The Soper 
family isa large and influential one in this 
county. He left a note at the scene of his 
butchery in Archie saying he was coming to 
Clay County to Kill the devil but has not been 
seen here yet.

SHE COWHIDED HIM. 


How Actress Georgie Lingard Revenged 
Herself on T. 8. Stout. 


AN EXCITING ENCOUNTER THIS MORN- 
ING ON FOURTH AND MARKET. 


An Insulting Note Sent to the Actress by 
Stout the Cause of the Scene—Miss 
Lingard Assisted by Lillie Allyn and 
a Gentleman—A Warrant Sworn Out 
Against Stout. 


The corner of Fourth and Market streets 
was the scene of anextremely sensational 
cowhiding at 11 o’clock this morning, in 
which a gentleman of probably 30 years, with 
a drooping mustache and wearing extremely 
good clothes, was roundly punished by 
two young women. The two women 
came walking up Fourth street, going north, 
chatting gaily with their escort, Mr. 
Wilbur C. Fant. When they turned 
the. corner at Fourth and Market 
streets they suddenly stopped and engaged 
in a conversation with the man with the 
drooping mustache. 

A BENSBATIONAL COW-HIDING. 

Suddenly, without a moment’s warning, 
one of the ladies, described by the onlookers 
as the younger of the two, and wearing a 
fashionably-made spring gown, drew from 
the folds of her dress a cowhide and struck 
the man a powerful blow on the face, calling 
out at the same moment: 

**You did write that letter, did ou! 

Again and again the avenging weapon came 
down upon the man, bringing blood almost 
atevery stroke, After the rain of blows had 
been struck and while the man was retreat- 
ing around two buggies hitched in front of 
the Granite Bullding the accompanying and 
more elderly woman took a hand, using the 
handle of her umbrella whenever opportunity 
offered. 

There was by this time fully 200 people gath- 
ered in a semi-circle about the contesting 
trio, and the scene had become one of the 
wildest excitement. 

THE VICTIM ATTEMPS TO ESCAPE. 

Apparently growing tired of such unen- 
viable notoriety and also of cowhide and um- 
brella punishment, the man getting the pun- 
ishment started to run down Fourth street, 
when he was caught by Mr. Fant, who com- 
pelied him to wait until the arrival of the 
ladies, who again commenced to use their 
weapons with the same startling effect 
as heretofore. At this juncture Mr. 
Fant useda hand camera, catching the con- 
testants in their belligerant attitude,the man 
attempting to save his face by raising his 
arms over his head. 

The victim, seeing that the male member of 
the party was not present, again broke Mose 
and ran down Fourth street into the Court- 
house and out on the Chestnut street side. 

WHO THEY ARE. 

The people present by this time began to 
wonder who the parties concerned were but 
apparently not one was known to the on- 
lookers, who had stood be- 
wiidered by the display of anger and vindic- 
tiveness made by the woman who wielded 
the cow -hide and who continually shouted: 

lou wrote that letter, did you? 
that, and that.’’ 

The name of the lady thus wielding the 
cowhide was Miss Georgie Lingard, and 
that of her com panion and as- 
sistant, Miss Lillie Allyn. The 
active and belligerent couple constitute the 
character-change song-and-dance team of 
Allyn and Lingard’’ now piaying at the 
Winter Garden on Broadway. Their victim 
was Mr. I. S. Stout, supposed to be a the- 
atrical man. 

LET THEM HAVE IT or. 

There was no attempt made to inter- 
fere.. Mr. Fant soon leit the ¢rowd, 
and walked leisurely down to where the 
officer was standing, carrying his camera 
under his arm. 

TALKS TO THE POLICEMAX. 

‘*] want you, said Mr. Fant, to arrest a 
man who has been writing indecent letters to 
a lady.’’ 

**Where is he?“ asked the policeman, walk 
ing briskly east on Market street toward the 
Court-house. 

**Right down there, answered Mr. Fant. 

Thetwothen walked down tothe Market 
street entrance to the Court-house, when the 
policeman again asked: 

**W here is the man? 

Oh, he’s gone by this time, 
Fant. 

The people explained that the man who 
had been horsewhipped had gone out on the 
Chestnut street side of the Court-house, and 
had had sufficient time to be several 
blocks away. Mr. Fant did not talk 
of the Case any further, except to make a re- 
mark that the man assaulted had been 
guilty of sending indecent matter through 
the mails, and he ‘‘wouid see that he was 
punished.

After holding Stout 
until the ladies came up again 
he went back to the sidewalk and took his 
camera out, takinga photograph during the 
hottest of the encounter. The whole affair 
has such acut and dried appearance that it 
lost half its interest.

VETOED BY THE GOVERNOR. 

JEFFERSON CiTY, Mo., April 25.—Gov. Fran- 
cis vetoed two more bills last night. The 
first was House bill No, 481, the Julian Court 
bill,“ which proposed amendments to the 
law governing returns of writsand the ap- 
pearance ofa defendant in answer to a sum- 
mons. It applied only to the City of St. Louis 
and Jackson and Buchanan counties, provid- 
ing that writs issued in circuits wholly with- 
in one city or county can be made ‘‘return- 
able upon any day therein stated, not less than 
fifteen nor morethan sixty days from the 
date thereof, at the option of the party hav- 
ing such writ issued; and such return day 
may be either in term time or vacation. 
Also that ‘‘defendants served with summons 
fifteen days before the return day shall be 
bound to appear within three days after the 
peti- 
tion unless longer time be given by the 
court. The Governor held that such a 
measure was inconsistent with other sec- 
tlons of the statute and would cause great 
confusion as to the rules of practice. 

The second vote applied to Senate Dill No. 
77, providing for the repeal of sec. 1, 9 ot 
art. 1 of the Revised Statues. It follows five 
other sections, which were passedto enable 
the Board of Public Improvements of gt. 
Louis to allow claims of contractors for work 
done for the city, which claims may have been 
outlawed. It provided that the five sections 
preceding should ‘‘not apply to any claim 
not presented for allowance within six months 
after this mandatory act goes into effect, nor 
to any claim that shall not have accrued sub- 
sequent to March 4, . The Governor 
stated that the repealof this section would 
legalize all claims ofthis nature against the 
city of St. Louis for work that might have 
been performed during an indefinite period, 
and that such claims would aggregate $30, - 
000 to $500,000. He saw no reason why such an 
exception to the established policy of the 
State shoul? be made. 


EAST Sr. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE. 


An Inquest on the Body of the Man 
Drowned— Notes. 

Coroner Woods of East St. Louis held an in- 
quest to-day on the body of a man 
who was drowned yesterday evening 
in the river above the city. The 
drowned man was Charles J. Lewis, a stone 
mason who boarded at Seventh and Biddle 
streets, St. Louis. He was subject to epl- 
lepsy, and an attack ofthis kind prevented 
him from going to work yesterday 
at the dyke below Venice, where 
he was employed. During the day he 
remained on the bank below the dyke, and 
late in the afternoon he conciuded to row out 
to where his companions were working. He 
was seized with a fit while in the boat and 
fellintothe river. His body was recovered 
shortly after, but life was extinct. Lewis 
was about years old and supposed to be a 
single man, though his fellow workmen knew 
littie about him.

MOLE ST. NICHOLAS. 


Hayti Rejects the Offers Made by the 
United States. 


THE PROPOSITION SUBMITTED BY SAB 
DOMINGO. 


The Government Can Have Samosa Bay for 
* a Coaling Station—Senor Galvan’s Mis 
sion to Washington—A Treaty Pro- 
posed—News of the Departments—The 
National Capital. 


Port Au Prince, Hayti, April %.—Acting 
Rear Admiral Walker, in command of the 
United States squadron of evolution, salled 
yesterday for Chesapeake Bay, and it is an- 
nounced that the Haytien Government has 
refused to grant the United States the lease 
for the proposed coaling station at Mole St. 
Nicholas. 

Admiral Gherardt, commanding the United 
States squadron of the North Atlantic, had 
charge of the negotiation, and it was be- 
lieved that the arrival here a few days ago of 
Admigal Walker’s command, in addition to 
Gherardi’s forces previously here, indicated 
that the United States intended to back up 
the demand with sufficient show of force to 
insure the consent of Hayti and prevent the 
coveted port from falling into French con- 
trol, If such was the intention the result has 
proved a failure. Mole St. Nicholas is a com- 
modious harbor on the northwest coast of the 
island, well sheltered from prevailing winds, 
and has the special) advantage of being con- 
nected with the United States by submarine 
cable. It has now a population of about 
two hundred. 

SAN DOMINGO’ s OFFER. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—Senor Manuel 
De J. Galvan has arrived in this city from 
San Domingo and has notified Secretary 


Blaine that he has been given powers to ne- 
gotiate a reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. In an interview yesterday Senor Ual- 
van said: 

gan Domingo is very anxious to negotiate 
this treaty, and as an earnest of its desire it 
proposes tocut down its customs receipts, 
which are the sole revenue of the country, by 
admitting American goods either free of duty 
or with a very low tariff. The Wnited States 
has been quietly negotiating fora long time 
to secure a coaling station in the West Indies, 
and efforts have been mace to locate the sta- 
tion on Mole St. Nicholas in Hayt!. San Do- 
mingois now about to offer Samoa Bay for 
this purpose. Thisisa harbor large enough 
to float a navy many times the size of that of 
the United States.’’

Three-Year-Course M Colleges 
Crowing Over Their Opponents. 


THE MUNICIPAL MEDICAL STAFF AP- 
POINTMENTS FURNISH THE BASIS. 


Nine Out of a Possible Eleven Positions 
Won in Competitive Examination by 
Three-Year Graduates—Some Signifi- 
cant Showings for Ten Years Past-A 
Co lege Dean Talks. 


The war between local medical colleges on 
the question of the three-years’ collegiate 
course threatens to break out afresh. Ahe 
outbreak will be caused by the claims of those 
who favor the three-years’ course, that its 
value has just recelved unanswerable proof 
right herein St. Louis. It is asserted t hat 
the result of the recent competitive ex amina- 
tion of local medical college graduates for 
medical staff appointments at the various 
city institutions shows that the two-years’ 


men are not in it’’ withthe three-years* 


men when it comes down toa plain question 
of who knows the most about medicine and 
surgery. There were eleven staf appoint- 
ments to be made and competition for the 
places lay as follows: 
The positions to be filled were eight as- 
gistant physicians at the — Hospital and 
three at the Female ospital. There 
were twenty-three applitants fod those 
positions and they represented the brightest 
duates for this year of the Missouri Med- 
1 College, the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, the Beaumont Mejlical College, the 
St. Louis Medica) College and the Marion- 
Sims Medical College. 
College bore off the lion's share of the prizes 
from the competitive examination, and that 
staid old stand-by is now) brought into the 
medical fight Uy its exultaht boasting over 
such a significant result.

A THREE-YEAR COLLEGE VICTORY. 

The result, as at frst announced, was as fol- 
lows: The St. Louis Medical College graduates 
stand highest in the exaniination, eight of 
them receiving staff appointments. The 
Beaumont Medical College rg two and 


the College of Physicians and Surgeons one. 
One of the lucky competito from the Beau- 
mont declined the appointment. The next 
highest man on the 5 was still an- 
other St. Louis Medical College graduate, 
and he was given the appointment. 
The result of the examination accordingly 
made the following final showing: St. Louis 
Medical College, three-years’ course, nine ap- 
pointments; Beaumont Medical College, 
practically three years, one appointment; 
Physicians and Surgeons’, two-year course, 
one appointment. Then the advocates of the 
three-year course began to shout, ‘‘We told 
you so!’’ tothe short term men, and the war 
between the rival local colleges received 
fresh impetus, It is now being waged witha 
fervor that will, it is said, know no abate- 
ment until the State Roard of Health meets 
next month, and settles the whole 
matter as is believed will be done, by 
making the three-year course an educational 
qualification for physicians in the State of 
Missour!. 

Heretofore the St. Louls Medical College 
had kept out of the fight over the mooted 
question. Hostilities had raged fiercest be- 
tween the faculties of the Missouri Medical 

College and the Marion-Sims,and the St.Louis 
had looked patronizingly as a three-years- 
course veteran of thirteen years’ experience 
in the long-term system. But its sweeping 
victory in the municipal fleld was too much 
forits neutrality, and, with a wild shout of 
triumph, the dignified old St. Louls shied its 
caster in the ring and declared that it was 
enlisted ‘‘for three months or during the 
war. 
AN EXASPERATING SITUATION. 

What made the situation more exasperating 
to the two-years’-course forces was the fact 
that the Marion Sims College, the very head 
and front of the two-years’ movement, did 
not get one of their graduates in. They fell 
at the very outset of their professionai ca- 
reer, victims, it is claimed, to asystem which 
promises to turn out full-fledged physicians 
**while the customer waits. 

Since the result of the municipal competi- 
tive examinations therefore, there has been a 
biting of medical thumbs that has kept the 
local colleges at loggerheads more than ever, 
but the respective positions of the combat- 
ants have changed somewhat. The st. Louis 
Medical College now carries the colors for the 
three-year army, and with a number of its 
faculty inthe State Board of Health it is ex- 

ted to push the war for all itis worth. 
That the local pioneer of the three-year 
course appreciates the position Is plainly ap- 
parent. Dr. Henry H. Mudd, Dean of the 
Faculty of the St. Louls Medical College, was 
geen at his office this morning by a Posr- Dis- 
PATCH reporter, and discussed the medical 
“*dimiculty’’ very freely. 

A JUBILANT DEAN. 

„Of course, the result of the recent com- 
petition for medical staff appointments to 
the city hospitals was a victory for the three- 
year colleges,’’ said Dr. Mudd emphatically. 
It was a good test of the acquirements and 
knowledge of graduates of the different local 
colleges, a fair field and no favor, and we 
have a right to be proud of the showing made 
by a three-year college. I think a similar re- 
sult will be reached whenever the graduates 
of three-year and two-year colleges are op- 

to one another in competitive examina- 

It is no newthing for our college to 

come out ahead in these competitions for city 

medical appointments. I will give you some 
res bearing upon the subject. 

The St. Louis Medical College adopted the 
three-years’ course in 1878, just thirteen 
yearsago. In 1890, out of .eight assistant 

- physicians appointed to the City Hospital. 
the St. Louis Medical College furnished si x of 
the successful competitors. In 1891, out of 
nine appointments it furnished the nine ap- 

nted, makinga clean sweep of the fleld. 

1882, out ot eight appointed, it furnished 
seven. In 1888, it also furnished seven suc- 
cessful competitors for eight vacancies. In 
1684, we scored six out of a possible 
nine, and 1885, five out of a possible eight. In 
1886 there were seven appointments, of which 
we got three. In 1887 we secured four out of 
eight, and in 1888 uve out of ten. In 1889 we 
got four out of eight appointments, and in 
1890 four of the ten appointed werefrom our 
college. Now, in 1891, we come to the front 
with nine out ofa possible eleven. The three- 
year colleges have always carried off the ma-

THE FULL FORTY. 


Carpenters Deny That They Will Com- 
promise on Their Demands. 


BOSS BUILDERS DETERMINED TO RESIST 
THE MEN’S DEMANDS. 


A Meeting Held at the Mechanics’ Ex- 
change Yesterday, Which Adjourned 
Without Taking Action— Mr. Daniel 
Evans Voices the Opinion of the Bosses 
—Trouble Ahead in Other Branches. 


The first publication of the intention of the 
carpenters and joiners of this city forcing 
the master builders to recognize their union, 
as well as pay them 40 cents per hour, in yes- 
terday’s PosT-DISPATCH, created much in- 
terest in building and laboring circles, The 
prospects of the realization ofa strike were 
discussed pro and con in a great many 
quarters. The receipt of the news at the 
Mechanics’ Exchange created considerable 
consternation, and resultea in the immediate 
holding of a meeting of the master builders. 
Owing to the informal calling of the 
same there was not a majority present. 
It was contended that thecarpenters would 
not attempt to force the matterif the build 
ers would only present a solid front and show 
them that they were ready for trouble when 
it came. Shortly after 5 o’clock p. m. the 
meeting adjourned without accomplishing 
anything or agreeing upon any mode of pro- 
cedure, They will wait forthe meeting of 
several of the carpenters’ unions next Mon- 
day night, having hopes that the former 
action will Be modified. Mr. Daniel Evans 
saysthatthe statement was made in this 
meeting that the carpenters did not expect to 
receive more than 874% cents per hour, mak- 
ing the demand for 40 cents merely because 
they desired to go higher than they expected 
to receive. 

SAYS ITIS FALSE. 

Several journeymen carpenters were seen 
in relation to the charge that they did not 
expect to receive more than 87% cents per hour 
and each and every one denounced it as ab- 
solutely false amd without foundation. They 
allagreed that no difference would or could 
be allowed from the circular sent out some 
timeago. Said one: 

The action taken by a vote of the unions Is 
irrevocable, and what cannot be revoked by 
the men can hardly be cast aside on the mere 
say of a builder, whois not cognizant of our 
affairs. Out of the entire number of car- 
penters in the city itis hardly probable that 
there are 200 who are not satisfied that 
our demand is a just one. While it is not ab- 
solutely necessary for the Master Builders’ 
Association to recognize the union, it is 
necessary in order toevade a strike forthe 
builders to individually sign a scale of wages, 
and not a man will be allowed to go to work 
until this is done. The men have worked for 
two years without a written contract, and 
have discovered that the idea is not the 
most feasible one. The men will meet 
at their halls early on May 1 
and march to Central Turner Hall, at 
which place all announcements concerning 
ths progress being made by the visiting com- 
mittees will be reported. There was one im- 
portant point which has been overlooked, it 
being that the men have decided not to allow 
any work to proceed until two-thirds of the 
employers have conceded our demands. This 
is important, and the very feature that is 
likely to cause trouble, which we all hope to 
avert. But the men are determined to receive 
recognition and have chosen this time 
to accomplish the object. The bosses 
will be badly fooled. if they expect us to 
weaken in the least. It is a decision which 
has been arrived at after due consideration, 
and there is no doubt whatever that our de- 
mands will be enforced, even at the expense 
ofa long strike. 

DO NOT LIKE TO TALK. 

There were only afew builders of prominence 
around the Mechanics’ Exchange this morn- 
ing, the majority of them refusing to express 
an opinion on the very Gubious. outlook. The 
exceptions were Messrs, Daniel Evans and P. 
Mulcahy. Said Mr. Evahs: 

was at yesterday’s meeting of the mas- 
ter builders, but did not stay to the conclu- 
sion of the meeting. I was in favor of paying 
the 40 cents an hour, and made a motion to 
that effect, but it did not meet with very 
much favor, and I withdrew—not because of 
any Offense, but because I saw that the action 
that I considered the proper one was not go- 
ing to be taken. It is not my opinion that 
the carpenters will give one inch, and 
it was to avert the possibility of trouble 
and give the builders a good standing 
before the community that I made the mo- 
tion. By waiting fora probable future ac- 
tion of the carpenters’ unions, the builders, 
in my opinion, recognizedthe existence of 
the same. There are a great many carpen- 
ters who are receiving 40 cents per hour at 
the present time, and I do not think the raise 
isan unjust one. The trouble, or what may 
cause trouble, lies in the proposed regulation 
of the apprentices,and the demand that the 
union be recognized in a formal way. At the 
present time Jam not prepared to say what 
action I will take, but sincerely hope that a 
strike may be averted. It would,in the 
first place, greatly retard the work already 
under contract, and secondly cause a great 
amount of work to be postponed until next 
season. The builders areonly half way or- 
ganized, with only six days between now and 
May 1, while the carpenters’ union, it is gen- 
erally acknowledged, is more thoroughly un- 
der control than ever before. This means to 
me that no serious opposition onthe part of 
the employers will be made, but in case there 
is I fear a strike will result.’’ 

Mr. P. Mulcahy said that he was prepared 
for the trouble should it come, as his rush 
work would all be completed by that date, 
intimating that he had not sought contracts 
» Which would necessitate a large force of men 
after the ist of May. Whatever they choose 
to do,’’ said he, I am thoroughly pre- 
pared.’’ He refused to state whether or not 
he regarded it as probable that the resist- 
ance would be made to the demands which 
have been made, as he was, he said, only ac- 
countable for his own action in the matter. 

WILL DEMAND EIGHT HOURS.

their intention of demanding an eight-hour

Jennie Strong Dies at the City Hospi- 
tal Claiming That Fate.

Called to Her Door at Night by a Mysteri-

Jennie Steward, alias Strong, the white 
mistress Of a negro, living in a negro dive, 
kept by one Mrs. Jones, colored, at 723 
North Eleventh street, died at the City Hospi - 
tal this morning. The cause of death was n- 
juries from burning, the woman’s body and 
umbs being frightfully burned from the neck, 
passing down the back, to theknegs. The 
police believe her death to be 
due to accident, caused by 
Jennie Steward’s clothing touching the 
fames from a gasoline stove in the squalid 
and filthy room.

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HUNTED BY WHITECAPS. 


Threatening Letters Received by a Long 
Island Farmer. 

NEW YORK, April 2%.—Fire vesterday de- 
stroyed the barn of Eleaser P. Dayton at Up- 
per Mill, near Riverhead, L. I. Mr. Dayton 
belie ves it to be the work of White Caps,from 
whom he has lately received a number of 
threatening letters. It appears that in March 
last, after having defeated one Nate Dowes, 
a Riverhead horse dealer, in a suit for $111, he 
began to receive menacing notes written ina 
disguised hand with a pencil on coarse wrap- 
ping paper. They were always nailed to ‘his 
front door. Some of them bore representa- 
tions of skulls and cross-bones upon them. 
The letters in the order in which they were 
received, are as follows: 

Beware of Whitecaps, Eleaser Dayton. 

It was received on the night of March 28. On 
April 4 Mr. Dayton foundthis note nailed to 
his front door:

There was a break after the word babe, 
which left the sentence incomplete. Dayton 
finally appealed to Sheriff Petty for protec- 
tion. Sherif Petty with a posse of three men 
visited the house and spent the night there. 
Dayton claims they saw three men prowling 
in the woods, but nobody was arrested. The 
Sheriff made light of the incident, but Day- 
ton has for four nights sat on guard alone in 
the barn until sunrise. His daughter Jane 
on Monday last saw a man prowling about 
the house. She told her father, and he se- 
cured his gun, but before he was able to use 
it the fellow had disappeared in the dark 
ness. 

THE BARN BURNED. 

After a long night’s vigil Dayton retired to 
sleep, Dut was soon aroused by his daughter 
who said she had found kerosene, matches 
and poison around the barn. Ina few mo- 
ments Dayton rushed out of doors. He found 
the barn in fames, Dut asthe fire had just 
been started it was easily extinguished. 
Dayton after guarding his property all 
Wednesday night, again tried to obtain 
needed rest yesterday morning. He says he 
had hardly been asleep an hour before the 
barn was again found to be on fire. Half 
clad he ran out and tried tosaveit from de- 
struction, but it was too late for in a short 
time it, with its contents, was burned to the 

und. Dayton was severely burned on the 
ace,head and hands while trying to suppress 
the fire. Dayton, who isa farmer, believes 
his rsecutor is Nate Downs, aided bya 
number of his cronies. He also says that 
Downs has repeatedly threatened to kill him. 
Downs emphatically denies that he fired the 
barn and the authorship ofthe letters. It is 
also said that he 16 illiterate and unable to 
write.

FIVE YEARS AGO HE MURDERED AND 
ROBBED ALEX M’VICKERS. 


The Drop Fell at 8:15—-No Confession 
Made on the Scaffold—The Remains 
Taken in Charge by His Aged Mother 
—A Gambler Lynched and Shot by 
Soldiers. 


HERMANN, Mo., April 25.—Webster Jackson, 
convicted of the murder of Alexander Mc- 
Vickers, was hung here this morning at 8:15. 
He met his fate with the same stoical indiffer- 
ence he has shown during his long confine- 
ment. 

This morning at 8:10 he was led from the 
Jalz. He ascended the scaffold with a firm 
tread, declined to make a statement, and at 
8:15 the drop fell and his spirit was sent to 
the other world.Twenty-one minutes after the 
drop fell his pulse ceased to beatand he was 
pronounced dead. His remains are to be 
shipped to Ohio. His aged mother was here 
and will accompany the remains. There was 
no crowd in town, and the execution was 
conducted decently and in order. 

JACKSON'S CRIME. 

On Oct. 20, 1886, near Labadie, Jackson shot 
and killed Alexander McVickers, cut his 
throat and rified his pockets. He made his 
escape to Ohio, where he was gulity of 
horse-stealing and arson. He was arrested 
at Hamilton, O., by Sheriff Jos. Noelke 
of Franklin County and brought back to this 
State in December, 1886, and placed in the 
jailat Union. Once he was tried in Franklin 
County, and after getting a change of 
venue, was tried twice in this county 
and every time found guilty and sentenced to 
death. Three times he appealed to the gu- 
preme Courtand twice was granted anew 
trial. His last appeal was unavailing, and 
he was sentenced by the Supreme Court to 
hang on Good Friday, but the Governor res- 
pited him until to-day. 

TWO NEGROES EXECUTED. 

BaTON Robo, La., April 2%.—Melville John- 
son and John Nelson, both colored, were 
hanged in the jafl-yard at West Baton Rouge 
yesterday afternoon by Sherif Kirkland. 
Both were pronounced dead within twenty 
minutes after the drop. There were fully 
1,000 negroes around the jalil-yard, but only 
Ofteen persons witnessed the execution. 
Johnson was convicted of the murder of 
David Jones last fall. Gambling and-whisky 
led up to the killing. 

Wilson was executed for criminally assault- 
ing his 18-year-old sister-in-law.

SOLDIERS STORM THE JAIL AND AVENGE THE 
DEATH OF A COMRADE. 

WALLA WALLA, Wash., April 3.—D. J. 
Hunt, the slayer of Private Miller Wednes- 
day, was lynched last evening by soldiers 
from the garrison, and fell in the Court-house 
yard riddled with sixteen bullets, four of 
which entered his head. Early in the even- 
ing Sherif McFarland received intelligence 
that an attempt would be made to lynch 
Hunt, andin company with Prosecuting At- 
torney Blandford he repaired to the garrison 
and told Col. Compton what they teared and 
asked him to assist them. This he promised 
to do by having check rolls called after taps. 
The Sheriff returned and engaged a number 
of extra guards, but all ot them had not ar- 
rived when a crowd of probably seventy 
soldiers appeared and demanded that the of. 
fcers open the doors of the jail. When this 
demand was 
gan work on the door with ham- 
mers and chisels. Finding this slow 
work they threatened to use dynamite. 
Further resistance then being useless, the 
, doors were opened and thirty or forty cocked 
| revolvers were leveled at those inside and the 
| Keys to the cells demanded. They were given 
up and Hunt’s cell was shown them and they 
quickly took him into the Court-house yard 
and shot him. The excitement was intense 
and a crowd of 2,000 people surged about the 
street in front of the jail until after mia- 
night. Immediately after the shooting the 
crowd went to their quarters, and it will be 
dificult to identify those concerned in the 
shooting, though many of them were not 
masked. The soldiers actually took charge 


| of the town and would allow no one to pass 
along the streets in the vicinity of the jail. 
They compelled merchants to put out lights. 
Hunt, who was a gambier, met Miller last 
Wednesday night in a saloon. The two began 
drinking and soon became involved in a 
quarrel. Hunt drew his revolver and fatally 
shot the soldier.

Mrs. Schriber’s Charges Against Her

AUTHORITIES STOP THE WEIR-GRIFFIN 
FIGHT THIS MORNING. 


The Belfast Spider Was Being Worsted— 
Bt. Louis Loses a Game at Columbus— 
Racing at Guttenburg and Memphis— 
Sporting News of All Kinds. 


Bosrox, April %.—The glove contest which 
was started early this morning at Nantasket 
Beach for a purse of $1,100 and the feather- 
weight championship of America between 
John Griffin of Brockton and Ike Weir, the 
Belfast Spider, was stopped by the police in 
the fourth round, when Wehr was getting the 
worst of it. Time was called at (a. m. 

Round 1—After a moment’s cautious work 
the ‘‘Spider’’ sent his left straight at Griffin’s 
face. The men came to a clinch and Weir 
kept punching Griffin in the stomach with his 
right. Griffin landed several face blows, 
when Weir began to cut up his usual monkey- 
shines and did some clever ducking. Toward 
the close of the round Weir got in two blows 
right and left without much effect. 

Round 2. Weir, after dancing around the 
ring awhile, placed his left on Griffin’s face, 
but without force. He made a few feints and 
then drove his right into Griffin’s face. The 
Brockton lad keptafter the Spider and just 
before the round closed Weir shot his left 
three times in succession on Griffith’s face. 
Time was called justas Weir ducked one of 
Griffin’s vicious swings. 

Round 8. Griffin knocked Weir down three 
times in half a minute. 

Round 4. Griffin came up frisky and landed 
onthe Spider, who went tothe floor. As 
soon as Weir got to his feet he was again sent 
down, where he crawled around ina dazed 
condition. At this point the chief of police 
stepped into the enclosure and stopped the 
fight. 

Neither man was any the worse for the 
brief scrimmage, but it was apparent to all 
that the battle would have been Griffin’s had 
it continued. 

Because of the prohibition of the local 
authorities all attempts to put the fight off in 
Boston were abandoned and the crowd of 300 
interested sports were privately notified that 
the battle would be fought at Nantasket 
Beach. On arriving here, however, they 
were informed that Cohasset, two miles fur- 
ther, had been chosen. The special train 
that took them from Boston carried them to 
Cohasset, where at (a. m. the fight, or what 
there was of it, took place in Clambake 
pavilion. While the party of spectators were 
waiting outside the building the piazza gave 
way and some thirty of them were precipl- 
tated a few feet, many receiving slight 
bruises. There was considerable howling 
and urging the mento finish after the chief 
of the Cohasset police stepped into the ring, 
but he succeeded in convincing the crowd 
that they had better disperse. 


BASE BALL. 

Ina base ball way Louisville is the luck- 
lest city in the Union. There has never been 
an expensive club representing it and yet 
with rare exceptions the Falls City team has 
managed to quit well up in the championship 
race in whatever association it happened to 
be.

THE TURF. 

Senator Stanford, in speaking the other 
day of horse-breeding, said: ‘*There are 
18,000, 000 horses in the United States, accord- 
ing to the recent census. Imagine what a 
value we could create if we improved each 
one of the vast number of animals so that the 
individual was worth $50 more than he is. 
This is surely possible. Iam President of a 
street railroad in San Francisco, where we 
have hundreds of horses. The average life of 
our animals was three years. But one old 
horse stood that hard life for nine years. His 
service was so exceptional I looked up his 
record. I hired detectives to trace him from 
one sale to another back tothe man and the 
farm that raised him. I found that his sire 
was a pedigreed horse; hisdam was of good 
blood, though not standard. That ex- 
plained the superior usefulness of that 
horse to my mind. He had better bones 
in substance, form and length, better mus 
cles, better nerves, better heart, lungs and 
digestive organs, and he was worth $100 more 
on those accounts than any other horse we 
had. Now, I say that, whether we raise 
horses for the plow or the track, blood will 
tellandis worth money. Electioneer earned 
$200,000 a year for me because he was a good 
horse. The old street car horse earned three 
times as much forusas his fellows because 
hé was a good horse. Each in his place 
proved a great truth, and it is time we all 
knew it. I think the Secretary’s book is 
splendid in its scope, simplicity and com- 
pactness. I hope he will succeed as well 
with that on breeding. It is quite as much 
needed as the other. Both mean the addition 
of muhons to the aggregate wealth of the 
country, which, of course, in turn means 
untold increase of comfort, intelligence, rest 
rest and progress to man.

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THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


CENTRAL SOUTH AMERICAN REPUBLICS 
WILL SEND EXHIBITS. 


They Want to Parade the Products of 
Their Countries Before the People of 
the Old World—Special Representatives 
From Cuba Will Attend. 


NEw York, April 25.—The following corre- 
spondence concerning the World’s Fair ap- 


pears in a morning paper here: 

PANAMA, April 16.—Zl Correro, the leading 
newspaper of Bogota, commenting on the 
World’s Columbian Exposition at Chicago, 
says: The 2 at Chicago is 
an essentially American and Republican af- 
fair. The nations of Europe for one motive 
or another will show toward this exhibition a 
certain indifference; but forthis very reason 
the people of America should see the neces- 
sity of making a great effort: to show them- 
selves in the most dignified manner, thus 
proving to the old world how much the new 
has advanced on the road toward civiliza- 
tion. The world does not yet know us. Our 
isolation, our wars, our poor roads and 
‘means of communication all have prevented 
us up to the present time from showing our 
natural riches, our exportable fruits and 
from putting before the public in other coun- 
tries the advantages that our soil offers to 
the most advanced among them. The Expo- 
sition gives us an opportunity to do all this 
and to repair our failures in these respects, 
and most assuredly he who takes advantage 
of this opportunity will reap a generous and 
ample reward. 

THE FRIEND OF REPUBLICS. 

Political considerations also on the other 
hand place us under the strongest obligations 
to respond to the call of the President of the 
United States. The Government of the re- 
public has given the most convincing and 
eloquent proofs of its interests in cementing 
from day to day its relations with the other 
republics of this continent. Columbia, in 
particular, has much to thank the American 
Government for, and it would be, for this 
reason, a very grave error and a far-reaching 
consequence for us to desert the people of 
the United States on this solemn occasion. 

The Republic of Guatemala has given full 
assurance of its cordial co-operation in the 
great work of the Columbian World’s Fair. 
Two commissioners have been appointed in 
whose hands the Government has placed the 
— conduct of Guatemala’s representa- 
tion. 

Capt. Gilbert P. Cotton of the United 
States Army, Special Commissioner to Hon- 
duras in the interests of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, reports that after a ride of 
ninety-three miles on mule back he reached 
Tegubialpa, the capital, and on Feb. 23, in 
company with the United States Consul, was 
received by President Bogran, to whom he 
presented the invitation of President Harri- 
son, and made an address explaining his 
mission. 

ACCEPTED THE INVITATION. 

The President stated that Honduras ac- 
cepted the invitation of the President of the 
United States to participate in the Exposi- 
tion with the greatest pleasure and that the 
Republic would be represented at Chicago by 
a full exhibit of its resources and products. 

On the following day President Bogran ap- 
pointed Dr. R. Fitzgartner, the Government 
Geologist and Inspector General of Mines and 
a scientist of high reputation, a special com- 
missioner for Honduras to the Columbian Ex- 
position and gave him instructions to report 
at once a plan fora buildingand an exhibit 
for Honduras, and an estimate as to the 
amount of money necessary. Dr. Fitzgartner 
was the commissioner for Honduras tothe 
New Orleans Exposition and collected and 
installed the display made there, which was, 
next to Mexico’s, the finest of any ofthe 
American Republics. He also prepared the 
exhibitat the Parig Exposition. Col. F. T. 
Hilder, acitizen of the United States, will 
assist Dr. Fitzgartner. 

COMING FROM CUBA. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 25.—The Latin- 
American department of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition hasa report from Cuba an- 
nouncing thatin addition to the thirty Com- 
missioners to represent that colony.at the 
Exposition in 1898 the Captain-General has 
appointed the special representatives of the 
six provinces of the island. The organization 
of the Cuban Commission has been perfected 
by the appointment of gentlemen to repre- 
sent the various industries of the island and 
to se®ure collections illustrating the same.
